Region faces

Regional council 
must find its focus and 
get back to work after a 
tough 2013, said Niagara 
Regional Chair Gary 
Burroughs. 

He acknowledged 
2013 was a difficult year 
for the Region, between 
a wave of senior staff 
departures and a disci¬ 
pline controversy on 
council. For 2014, he 
said, council must “get 
hack on track” and focus 
on the needs of Niagara 
residents. 

“It's certainly, from 


the (councils) that I’ve 
been on, been a chal¬ 
lenge. And that’s why 
I'm talking about the 
refocusing,” he said. 

With a municipal 
election looming in 
October, Burroughs — 
who said last year he 
plans to run for chair¬ 
man again — voiced 
hope councillors would 
campaign on their own 
time. 

“My issue is, let’s keep 
doing Regional business 
and try to keep the elec¬ 
tioneering outside 
Regional business time.” 

Ahead of the October 
vote, the Region faces a 
laundry list of big issues 
from starting work on a 
new Burgoyne Bridge — 
which the Region had to 
find another $25.5 mil¬ 
lion to budget toward — 
to building a new waste- 
water treatment plant in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

And the Region is 
pencilled in to host the 
Federation of Canadian 
Municipalities confer¬ 


ence this year, too. 

That comes after the 
Region saw the seeds of 
a culture shift planted 
when longtime chief 
administrative officer 
Mike Trojan retired in 
mid-2013. The Region 
was already without its 
corporate services com¬ 
missioner and deputy 
treasurer. 

Councillors began 
replenishing the roster 
by hiring Harry Schlange 
as CAO. Mo Lewis was 
brought in as interim 
finance chief, and the 
Region is seeking new 
permanent commis¬ 
sioners for finance and 
public works. 

“It’s certainly a cul¬ 
ture change,” Burroughs 

“This is a change. 

We’re still early.... We’ll 
have to identify exactly 
how the change is going 
to take place and where 
are the gaps.”

Councillors ultimate¬ 
ly hired Robert Swayze 
as integrity commis¬ 
sioner. His impact was 
felt when he chastised 
St. Catharines council¬ 
lor Andy Petrowski for 
two incidents involving 
regional staff, though 
Petrowski disputed the 
findings. 

“It was again a chal¬ 
lenge in 2013 just deal¬ 
ing with the issue,” 
Burroughs said of the 
integrity talks. "I think 
we have dealt with the 
issue in the correct 

At St. Catharines city 
hall, meanwhile, Mayor 
Brian McMullan pointed 
to evidence of progress 
around the city. 

He said beyond the 
building of the down¬ 
town performing arts 
centre, Brock University 
arts school and Meridian 


Centre, the city saw its 
first private residential 
development downtown 
in 25 years. And council¬ 
lors passed a new com¬ 
prehensive zoning 
bylaw, slimming down 
5,000 pages of regula¬ 
tions to approximately 
160. 

"Not only will it make 
it easier for residents, 
we’ve had just amazing 
feedback from the busi¬ 
ness community,” he 

He said the city is also 
blazing forward with a 
streamlined customer 
service desk. He figured 
that will roll out in April 
and consume a fair 
amount of time. 

But, he added, many 
of the big files have been 
accounted for. 

"We’ve accomplished 
a lot, but there’s still 
more work to be done,” 
he said.

Dave Eke has done it 
all: he’s a former region¬ 
al councillor and aider- 
man, and now has a term 
as lord mayor under his 


belt. 

But he is hoping for 
one more term, and cel¬ 
ebrated the new year by 
filing his intention to run 
in October’s municipal 
election. 

As the incumbent, 
he’s asked often what his 
intentions are, he says, 
and in the interest of 
being “fair, open and 
transparent” he wanted 
to make his plan to seek 
another term public. 

“I felt I would like to 

would like to continue to 
work with council on a 


number of issues. I think 
I’ve lived up to the com¬ 
mitments and promises 
I made in 2010, but there 
is still some additional 
mileage I’d like to com¬ 
plete." 

The development of 
the dock area is one of 
the issues he would like 
to see progress, he said. 

It’s been the subject of 
ongoing discussions for 
decades, but finally a 
low-intensity plan for 
the waterfront was 
approved last year, and 
work began in the fall. 

“It’s one of the nicest 


undeveloped areas in 
our town, and I would 
like to see it through," he 
said. 

He was also delighted 
to have the federal gov¬ 
ernment announce 
fundingfortheLakeshore 

ment plant in his term, 
and anticipates it com¬ 
ing online as promised 
in 2017. 

“There are some 
issues to resolve, such as 
the existing lagoons and 
what to do with them, 
and there may be some 
wrinkles yet to come. But 


I’ll be watching and 
keeping pressure on to 
make sure it’s finished 
on time.’’ 

He also looks forward

"We have implemented 
our transit system, and we 
will look at how we can 
extend it further. A hub at 
the outlet mall will link us 
with Niagara Falls, 
Welland and St. 
Catharines. It will be very 
similar to the hub at the 
Pen Centre, and I think it 
would be positive for our 
residents and for transit 
across the region." 

He also hopes to see 
more development in the 
Glendale area, and a park- 
an-drive for car pooling. 

“It’s always been my 
desire to show we’re open 
for business, and I think 
there are opportunities 
for more positive devel¬ 
opment in Glendale.” 

As for the current term, 
Eke says he feels he has 


offered strong leadership, 
and has seen improve¬ 
ment in communication 
between residents and the 
Town, with a much more 
positive relationship 
between council and resi¬ 
dents in recent years. 

The two public meet¬ 
ings held were also posi¬ 
tive, he said, drawing 
good crowds. 

“People spoke about 
their concerns, but spoke 
in a positive manner, and 
offered solutions. That’s 
an important change to 
me. People are showing 
they’re willing to listen 
and to sit down and work 
through solutions.” 

He cites as an example 
the recent bylaw devel¬ 
oped to regulate food 

“It showed all the 
stakeholders working 


together can come up 
with a win-win solution. 
We’ll visit that issue again 
in a year and if it needs 
minor adjustment, I 
believe we'll be able to 
work together again for a 
positive outcome.” 

There was a time dur¬ 
ing the last year when 
Eke’s health caused him 
to slow down, and miss a 
few events he would have 
attended. His participa¬ 
tion in a trip to China was 
cancelled at the last min¬ 
ute. It provided an oppor¬ 
tunity for him to look at 
his priorities, he said.

“I learned I have to

Eke, now retired from 
General Motors, was first 
elected alderman in 1991. 
After two terms, he was 
elected regional council¬ 
lor in 2000, and acclaimed 
in 2003 but lost to current 
regional councillor Dave 
Lepp in the 2006 munici¬ 
pal election. 

He has been president 
of the NOTL Lions Club, 
has served on the NOTL 
Committee of Adjustment 
and as chair of the Library 
Board during the years 
when its relocation was 
the subject of discussion, 
and was chair of the 
Niagara District Health

Rudge trial resumes

Crown attorney Robin 
Flumerfelt said Dean 
Rudge was “dealing in 
death” when he provided 
confidential police infor¬ 
mation to members of 
the Hell’s Angels motor¬ 
cycle gang. 

And for that, 
Flumerfelt advised 
Superior Court Justice 
Peter Hambly that Rudge 
should be sentenced to 
four years in jail — one 
year shy of the maximum 
allowed for someone 
convicted of breach of 
trust by a public official. 

But Rudge’s defence 
attorney Mark Evans rec¬ 
ommended a condition¬ 


al sentence rather than 
jail time, saying his cli¬ 
ent’s punishment should 
be based on the facts 
rather than on what 
could have happened. 

The lawyers provided 
arguments at the Welland 
courthouse Monday, 
advising Hambly about 
suitable sentences for 
the Niagara Regional 
Police officer convicted 
Aug. 2 of breach of trust 
by a public official for 
providing confidential 
information to the Hell’s 
Angels motorcycle gang. 

Flumerfelt referred to 
one memo Rudge pro¬ 
vided members of the 
motorcycle gang on May 
2, 2006 which contained 
the name of a confiden¬ 
tial police informant — 
something that could 
have had severe conse¬ 
quences for the infor- 


“(Rudge) was fully 
aware of the fact that he 
was endangering a per¬ 
son’s life, Flumerfelt 

If the motorcycle gang 
members had killed the 
informant, he said Rudge 
would have been tried 
for murder. 

Flumerfelt referred to 
another memo identify¬ 
ing members of the rival 
Outlaws motorcycle gang 
planning to set up a 
chapter in St. Catharines, 
warning that motorcycle 
gangs are known to be 
"violently territorial." 

He said Rudge exposed 
the public to “extreme 
risk,” adding that past 
turf war between motor¬ 
cycle gangs have resulted 
in collateral damage in 
other communities.

One result of this is “a noticeable 
change in the number of older people 
working in fast food outlets, big box 
stores, working as crossing guards, 
which is for for many a necessity to 
make ends meet,” Rapelje said.

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Extreme cold could kill 
emerald ash borer

The extreme cold in 
southern Ontario might 
be good for ash trees. 

A U.S. researcher 
says once temperatures 
hit -30C, emerald ash 
borer larvae start to 
die. 

Robert Venette, a 
biologist with the U.S. 
department of agricul¬ 
ture forest service, told 
Fox 9 the invasive and 
deadly bug that usually 
goes dormant in the 
winter starts to die at 
about -29 C. Once the 
temperature hits -34 C, 
90% of the larvae will 
die. 

Natural Resources 
Canada said the emer¬ 
ald ash borer was first 
detected in Windsor, 
Ont., in 2002. It spread 


across the province and 
into Quebec. Last year 
it was found in 
Frontenac County on 
the Quebec border and 
Manitoulin Island. 

The bug, which bur¬ 
rows under the bark of 


ash trees, has few natu¬ 
ral enemies, which has 
allowed it to thrive. 
Within six years of 
arriving in a woodlot, 
nearly all the trees in 
that area will be 
destroyed.

While Flumerfelt stressed 
the significance of Rudge’s 
crime, Evans advised 
Hambly against considering 
“what could have hap¬ 
pened” when sentencing 
his client. 

“You have to base Mr. 
Rudge’s sentencing on the 
basis of what did actually 
happen,” Evans said. 

Although both lawyers 
cited case law relevant to 
the sentencing, Evans said 
none of the similar breach 
of trust cases involve pro¬ 
viding confidential infor¬ 
mation to a criminal organi- 

“This court is in some¬ 
what uncharted territory," 
Evans said. 

For instance, he said two 
cases cited referred to police 
officers who stole drugs that 
were seized with the intent 


of then selling those drugs. 
Evans said the seven-year 
sentences they received was 
consistent with a sentence 
imposed on anyone con¬ 
victed of dealing drugs — 
not leaking confidential 
police documents. 

Evans also discussed 
some of the mitigating cir¬ 
cumstances Rudge has 
faced since his arrest April 
4, 2007. While talking to a 
reporter, Rudge described 
the time since his arrest as 
“a seven-year nightmare." 
Evans said Rudge’s case has 
attracted considerable 
media attention, and has 
created a significant stigma 
in the community. 

As a result, he said Rudge 
has become a recluse, not 
wanting to venture out into 
his community to avoid 
derogatory comments from 

Because Rudge is a police 


officer, if he’s incarcerated 
he will “not have an easy 
time from the other inmates 
and he’s not going to have 
an easy time with the 
guards," Evans said. 

Rudge was represented 
by Niagara Falls layer Ron 
Brady throughout his trial, 
but Evans took over the case 
for the sentencing. 

It was the second time 
Rudge has stood trial for the 
crime, after first being 
acquitted on May 13, 2010. 
A court of appeal over¬ 
turned that acquittal in a 
Dec. 12,2011, decision lead¬ 
ing to the second trial. 

The sentencing hearing 
continued Wednesday, but 
there was no verdict by the 
time of publication.
